MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN , 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954* 

The  report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No.  28/54  dated  the  15th  December,  1954. 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  was  13.2  per  thousand  of  the  population 
and  this  rate  corrected  for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution  in 
the  country  as  a whole  was  13. 7 , as  compared  with  15.0  in  1953*  The  Birth 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.2. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  compared  with 
the  previous  year  and  the  Crude  Death  Rate  was  10.8  per  thousand  of  the  pop- 
ulation. This  rate  corrected  for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution 
in  the  country  as  a whole  was  9.0,  as  compared  with  8.5  in  1953.  The  Death 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11. 3 « 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  was  exceptionally  low, 
being  15.2  compared  with  19.0  in  1953*  The  corresponding  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  was  25.5. 

Tuberculosis.

While  the  death  rate  from  this  disease  happily  continues  to  fall 
the  number  of  new  pulmonary  cases  notified  does  not  show  a corresponding 
decrease.  Only  the  early  diagnosis  of  the  infectious  patient  will  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease  and  all  members  of  the  public  arc  therefore 
advised  to  visit  the  Mass  Miniature  X-ray  Unit  when  it  is  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. 


The  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  for  1954  was  0.07  as  compared  with 
0.14  in  the  two  preceding  years. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  was 
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one  hundred  and  seventy  seven  as  compared  with  five  hundred  and  nine 
in  1953.  From  the  table  on  page  10  it  will  be  seen  that  the  decrease 
was  due  to  a sharp  decline  in  the  incidence  of  Measles.  Whooping  Cough 
accounted  for  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  total  number  of  infectious 
diseases  notified.  This  showed  an  increase  of  thirty-five  over  the 
Whooping  Gough  notifications  of  the  previous  year.  No  deaths  were 
recorded.  Only  one  case  of  Measles  was  notified. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  reported  from  the  Hop 
Pickers*  Camps  was  negligible. 

Dysentery. 


Sixteen  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  All  but  one 
occurred  in  the  earlier  months  of  the  year  and  were  the  decline  of  an 
outbreak  in  the  previous  autumn. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Only  one  case  of  illness  caused  by  Food  Poisoning  organisers 
was  reported  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis. 

One  mild  case  occurred  in  a child  during  the  month  of  November. 
Scarlet  Fever. 

Ten  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  forty- 
eight  in  1953  • 

Pneumonia. 


Nine  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  of  which  four  occurred 
in  the  older  age  groups.  This  was  the  only  infectious  disease  which 
caused  any  mortality,  seven  deaths  being  attributed  to  the  various  types  of 
Pneumonia. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  inoculations  given  at  the  welfare 
clinics  and  by  doctors  in  the  district  was  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  primary 
and  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  re-inforcing.  Corresponding  figures  for  1933 
were  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  and  four  hundred  and  ninety-four  respectively 
No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year.  I am  indebted  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  for  the  figures  supplied  in  Tables  Nos.  8 and  9 on 
page  13. 

Vaccination. 


One  hundred  and  forty-nine  persons  \vere  vaccinated  and  thirteen 
were  re-vaccinated.  During  1933  the  figures  were  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
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seven  and  nineteen  respectively.  The  number  of  children  under  the  age  of 
two  who  were  vaccinated  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven.  The  County 
Medical  Officer  also  supplied  the  figures  shewn  in  Table  No.  10  on  page  1 6. 

Throughout  the  past  year  the  statistics  of  the  rural  district  have 
proved  very  satisfactory. 

I am  indebted,  to  Mr.  G.  Longley,  Surveyor  and  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  for  the  preparation  of  the  statistics  shewn  in  pages  19  to  31 
of  this  Report  and  for  his  comments,  which  give  some  idea  of  the  many  and 
varied  duties  undertaken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspecting  staff. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chief  Officers 
of  the  Council  and  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest 
in  the  wor king  of  the  Department  and  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times 
during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyal  assistance  during  the  year.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 


As  in  previous  years  the  Kent  County  Council  Ambulance 
Service  served  the  needs  of  the  district  from  the  Ambulance 
Station  at  the  Vestry  Hall,  Cranbrook. 

This  service  is  operated  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
whose  members  give  their  services  voluntarily  on  Sundays  and 
weekday*  evenings.  During  the  year  they  have  worked  over 
6,000  voluntary  hours,  this  shows  a considerable  increase  on 
the  1953  total. 

Approximately  1,637  patients  were  transported  during  the 

year. 

Another  point  of  interest  is  the  Dressing  Station,  open 
during  the  day,  at  the  Ambulance  Station  which  caters  for 
local  people  who  incur  minor  accidents. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Officer  in  Charge  of  the  station 
for  supplying  this  information. 


MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

During  the  year  I carried  out  a medical  examination  in 
connection  with  a new  appointment. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 


Dear  Sir, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  report  on  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  1954. 

Water  Supplies. 

Samples  have  been  collected  regularly  from  the  mains  of 
the  Water  Companies  supplying  this  district  and  were  generally 
reported  to  be  satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  two  small  localities 
some  adverse  reports  were  received,  caused  apparently  by  a local 
contamination  which  was  satisfactorily  resolved. 

The  fourth  of  the  main  extensions  put  forward  by  this 
Council  as  desirable  postwar  extensions,  the  one  to  Pour  Wents, 
Hawkhurst,  was  completed  during  the  year. 

The  proportion  of  houses  with  a supply  of  main  water  is 
approximately  94.5|$. 

Sewerage , 


The  provision  of  a new  sewage  works  on  the  South  side,  and 
the  enlargement  of  the  Northern  works  at  Hawkhurst,  together  with 
new  intersecting  sewers  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  the  main  part  of  the  scheme  is 
to  be  commenced  early  in  1955* 

Housing. 


The  tables  set  out  later  in  the  Report  give  figures  of 
the  work  carried  out. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  erected  eleven  houses 
at  Court  Stile,  Cranbrook. 

In  addition  seventeen  new  houses  were  built  in  the 
district  by  private  builders,  one  was  built  by  the  Police  Authority, 
and  one  was  provided  by  the  conversion  of  other  premises. 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  agreed  in  respect 
of  six  cottages  during  the  year. 

Preliminary  consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  the 
question  of  clearance  areas  and  individually  unfit  houses,  and  this 
matter  was  left  over  to  be  dealt  with  early  in  1955 « 
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During  the  year  the  condition  of  nine  houses  was  brought 
before  the  Council  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  past 
repair  at  a reasonable  cost,  and  action  by  the  Council  in  these 
cases  was  pending  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 


During  the  year  the  control  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood  over 
slaughtering  was  removed,  and  six  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  in 
the  district.  Slaughtering  is  confined  almost  exclusively  to  the 
businesses  of  the  occupiers,  and  generally  the  quality  of  animals 
slaughtered  is  excellent.  All  animals  notified  as  being  slaughtered 
have  been  inspected. 

Milk. 


Much  of  the  milk  supplied  to  the  area  is  now  delivered 
to  the  retailers  in  bottles  as  pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested 
milk. 

Ice  Cream. 


The  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  all 
obtain  their  supplies  from  outside  the  district,  and  the  bulk  of 
the  ice  cream  is  now  pre-wrapped. 

Hop-pickers'  Camps. 

Throughout  the  hop-picking  season  as  many  inspections 
as  possible  were  made,  and  all  camps  were  inspected  prior  to 
occupation. 

As  last  year,  an  Inspector  from  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  spent  a morning  in  the  area  and  was  taken 
to  five  camps  of  varying  sizes. 

Picking  generally  started  a week  later  than  usual  this 
year,  and  at  many  farms  continued  well  into  October.  There  appeared 
to  be  a general  shortage  of  pickers  and  at  most  encampments  it 
appeared  that  a proportion  of  the  huts  were  empty. 

The  clearing  up  of  the  encampments  before  the  arrival  of 
pickers  was  generally  satisfactory,  and  the  maintenance  of  the 
camps  was  fairly  good  in  most  cases;  undoubtedly,  most  farmers 
do  their  best  to  keep  the  sanitary  conditions  as  satisfactory  as 
possible  in  difficult  circumstances. 

Three  further  hop-picking  machines  were  in  use  this 
year , making  five  in  all  in  the  district.  These  machines  appear 
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to  function  most  satisfactorily,  and  with  the  increasing  difficulty 
of  obtaining  enough  pickers  it  appears  to  be  only  a matter  of  time 
before  the  bulk  of  the  hops  in  the  district  will  be  picked  by  machine. 

Clean  Food. 

Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  of  premises  where 
food  is  prepared,  and  conditions  are  generally  satisfactory. 

I would-  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  given 
at  all  times  by  Members  of  the  Council  and  yourself.
